The list was 
long in coming, a fact explained by the 
cutting of the telegraph wires along 
the American front which prevented 
earlier reports from the division 
manders. 
In the meantime came a 


cablegram from Admiral Dewey that 
caused some temporary commotion by 
creating the impression that hiwtili- 
ties had been renewed by the Insur- 
gents.

Dlnos scurried every way and the rat- 
le of musketry and booming of cannon 
outside the.city was plainly heard. The 
residents of the outskirts of Manila 
flocked into the walled city with their 
arms full of articles.

street cars, were stopped and the tele- 
graph lines were cut, and the soldiers 
hurriedly but silently marched out of 
town Intothe stations assigned to them. 
The stores were closed almost instant- 
ly, foreign" flogs were to be seen flying 
from many windows and a number uf 
white rags were hung out from Fili- 
pino liuts and houses. 


A SPANISH VIEW. 


MADRID, Feb. 6.—The newspapers 


here today publish an interview with 
a. minister who declared that the Phil- 
ippines are "going to cost the Ameri- 
cans dear, as the Filipinos are not so 
;usceptible to bribe_s as the Cubans." 


The minister is quoted as adding: 
'Th-* Americans will repulse any at- 
tack on Manila, but such a victory will 
be of no advantage to the 
United 


States for the insurgents, embittered 
by de-feat, will be lees disposed to mako 
an arrangement and the struggle will 
KO on In the Hinterland, which will bt 
very unfavorable to the Americans, 
who are absolutely incapable of moun- 
tain warfare.

dispatch. 


It is the confident belief of the Pres- 


ident that as soon as Agulnaldo learns 
of the ratification of the treaty he will 
appreciate the futility of a conflict with 
the United States, and will be willing 
to make terms of surrender. 
It Is as-

• raisin growem, they are entitled to give 


and muni give a little of their time to 
the care of their private business, and 
for that reason if 75 per cent of the 
raisin crop ia not.signed for by the 
first of next month, (March) the grow- 
ers must flnd others lo'atlend to the 
labor of re-organlcation, I think a word 
ut explanation personal to myself Is due 
the growers. 
With your kind permis- 


sion, therefore. I will say: You know' 


• .how ardently I have desired and how 


eaniefitly.I have worked for the sue- 
fcbss-ut our. organization and tliat I

,. j .my own -health. In my effort*- to secure 


' :(i.thorough and complete success, you 


probably are riot, aware, however, that

Paris was today ratified by the senate, 
the vot* being: 67 ayes to 2" noes, or one 
vote more than the two-thirds ma- 
jority necessary to secure senatorial 
concurrence in a. treaty document. 


The vot* wan taken in executive ses- 


sion and until the injunction of secrecy 
was removed, the result was supposed 
to be private, but the vice preatdeat 
had no more than announced the fig- 
ures before senators rushed out of ev- 
ery door leadinr from the senate cham- 
ber, declaring that the treaty had been 
ratified. 
Some made the mistake of 


stating that here were three votes to 
spare. 


Tftere was In fact only one vote more 


than wu necessary—the balloting re- 
; 


suited 57 ayes to 27 noes.

No vote has been taken in the senate 


since that of the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman law that has , 
been followed with as close interest as 
was the vote today.

state of any lawful business, trade, or 
occupation is or may be restricted or 
prevented, Is hereby declared to bp 
against public policy, illegal, and void. 


•'Section 2. Every person or corpora- 


tion or any officer or agent thereof who 
shall make or attempt to make or en- 
ter into any such contract, agreement, 
arrangement or combination, or who 
within this state shall do any act pur- 
suant thereto, or in, toward, or for the 
consummation -thereof, wherever 
the 


same may have been made, is guilty of

misdemeanor. 
and. on convic- 


tion, thereof, shall, if a. natural person, 
lie punished by a fine not exceeding 
$5tK)0 dollars, or by Imprisonment for 
n»t -longer than one year, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment; and.

$5000.

Army." i elated to an exciting adventure 
which Professor Miller had in Oreeee 
in 1SSC. 
Before entering upon his nar- 


rative, however, the speaker dwelt at 
length upon the position of modern 
Greece in civilization. 


The most people, said the speaker, 


lielns more 
familiar with 
ancient 


Greece, regard with contempt the pres- 
ent ration of tlnit name. 
In the past 


Greece was supreme in art. literature, 
culture— everything hut religion. Greece 
luul in all but SO.oW squaru miles yet 
all that is great in Greek civilization 
comes I'rom the small district of Attica 
having less 
territory than 
Fresno 


county. 


Modern Greece is regarded as having 


a mongrel population, a 
mixture of 


every race that has ruled over the ter- 
ritory. 
But though Macedonian. Ro- 


man. 
Coth. Slav. Albanian and Turk 


have successively invaded her terri- 
tory, the Greek o£ today is a pure de- 
scendant of the Greek of classic times. 
The Albanians are the only foreigners 
who have made permanent settlements 
i:i the country, and 
Greek prejudice 


against '•liarbaiians11 has prevented in- 
tormarriaee with these. 


The occupations of the people are the 


same ns of old. 
Olives and olive oil. 


giapes and wine, oranges and lemons, 
wheat and barley are the 
products, 


mentioned in the order of importance. 


But even if there is a small mixture 


of Albanian anil Slav hlood in the peo- 
ple, they cannot for that reason be de- 
nied the name of Greeks. 
Hardly any 


nation of modern times comes from a 
pure racial stock, and people are class- 
ified by language rather than by race. 
The Oreek of today uses 
the 
pure 


languase of classical times. 
Plato and 


\ristotle could read the current issues 
III Athenian papers with perfect ease, 
and Paul could easily take part In the 
debates o£ the University of Athens, for 
all the euphonic, changes in Greek had 
taken place before Apostolic times. The 
language of every day use is such as 
was used under the Itoman occupation, 
and not more than one hundred Slavic 
words have been introduced. 


In 1SSC, Professor Miller, with a num- 


ber of other classical scholars was in 
Vthens making fxcavntions among the 
ruins. 
During tbe late, summer oc- 


uurreu the adventure which he so viv- 
idlv described. 
He intended taking a 


t,i|. through northern Greece and Tur- 
kev to Constantinople, then to return 
to Athens by way of Troy and Smyrna 
celling out from Athens by a. small 
line of railway he reached a. village 
near the foot of Mount Pontellcus. He 
was most hospitably entertained by the 
monks of Penteli. but warned against 
the danger of climbing the mountain, 
as be intended doing.
